rl he Nazi losses included such loci 
dents as the dyn am iti ng by Soviet sap 
per a of one of S ta lin g r a d ’s main bus! 
ness buildings which had been o cc u­ 
pied by the enemy. 


The large s t r u c t u r e crumbled with 
a deafening r o a r when 250 pounds of 
dynamite were exploded by five Red 
ai my men who had 
volunteered 
to 
c a i i y 50 pounds of explosives each. 
Ai the same time, Soviet troops cut 
a main road at Goroditseha, live miles 
n o rth w e s t of Stalingrad, dislodging the 
G erm a n s from an occupied 
locality, 
probably Goroditseha itself. 
With the Soviet air force back in 
action after a considerable period of 
inactivity and w arships of the Caspian 
Sea fleet lobbing shells into the Nazi 
lines, from moorings in the Volga, th e 
tem po of the battle mounted steadily

Stalingra d where tile G e rm a ns tried to 
brea k th rough, women workers in a 
ta n k factory leaped into ta n k s still 
standin g uncommissioned in the f a c ­ 
tory yard s aud drove them ag ainst tile 
Nazis, hold ling the enemy until n i g h t ­ 
fall when Russian re info rc em ents a r ­ 
rived.
